♦♦In the normal Government agency the General Counsel reports directly to the head of 
the agency and salaries range generally from $13*975 to $15*000 per annua, except for 
the Department of Justice which now carries a salary of $20,000 per annua* along with 
Assistant Attorneys General. The agency's placement of the General Counsel in the 
BD/S organisation should not diminish in any W the importance of his position. It 
is probably fair to oospore the position of tits General Counsel vith that of the Legal 

Advisor to the Department of State —which ealary is nos $14,000 per annua and would 

be raised to $20,000 per annua by the Executive Bay Act. The Legal Advisor to the 
Departaent of State has a larger legal staff and ia involved with international lav, 
etc. However, he has Many precedents to guide him and con openly consult os freely as 
he likes and seek opinions from the Attorney General, Comptroller General, etc. Our 
legal problems involve international lav to a large extent also, and there are gener- 
ally no precedents to guide us. Security precludes us from consulting too freely vith 
other agencies and from seeking formal opinions from the Attorney General, Comptroller 
| General, etc. The position of General Counsel for CIA is unique. The responsibility 
" is great and I believe is easily ocsf$parable to that of the Legal Advisor to the Depart- 
ment of State. 
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
